] A. Founding and Stated Purpose of SCLC

Avenue, N.E., Atlanta 3, Georgia, which sets forth the. ‘ 
organizational background of the organization as follows: 


On January 10, 1957, more than 100 Southern leiders 
met in Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss mutuai problems of tie 
Southern (racial) struggle. At this time it was voted to 
form a permanent organization which would serve as a cocrdinatirg 
agency for centers of Iocal protest that would utilize tre 
technique and philosophy of nonviolence. Following tke 
Montgomery, Alabama, bus boycott the SCLC came into being at 
a meeting held/in New Orleans, Louisiana, at which time 
MARTIN LUTHER: VKING, JR., was elected Presigent. 


The SCLC is str structured Chrous -arritate— orgari- 
zations throughout the South which make up the body cf the 
conference. Making and execution of basic policy is tke 
responsibility of the Executive Board, which is8 geograrricaisy 
representative of the entire South. Of the 335 board mempers, 
24 are elected by the conference and nine by the Executive 
Board. Each affiliate may have from one to five voting 
delegates at any deliberative session of the conference. 

An annual meeting normally is held in the early fall and 
the Executive Board meets in the early spring. Intervercrg 
policy decisions are handled by an Administrative Committee 
between meetings ae the conference and the board. 
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actual membership in SCLC and in turn, individualg-beiong —+ 

to the affiliates (churches, civic organizations, irates tes, 
groups, etc.). The minimum affiliate fee is $25 per year, F 
which entitles the group to one voting delegate ir ali 
deliberative sessions. If an affiliate pays $125 fee it is 
entitled to five voting delegates. Affiliation reguires er 
application in writing to the national office wkichiriicates 
the general structure. and purposes of the group seekir¢g 
affiliation. Affiliate membership is confirmed by either 

the Executive Board or Administrative Committee. An affiliate, 
upon confirmation, receives certificates and suitatle 
credentials indicating the availability of SCiC serv:deés. 

In addition, the SCLC Newsletter and other printed relevant 
material of the social struggle are forwarded to the menbership 


of the arziiiate group periodically. 
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The SCLC from its inception, has been nonrsectarian. 
The word Christian in SCLC’s name is described as natura, and 
unique to the social structure of the Negro ccmmunity in the 
South, as the church is his only forum, owned, operate 
and controlled by him, -affording broadest oprecrturity for ssciail 
intercourse. The high incidence of ministers comprisitz 
the leadership of SCLC is a natural result of ciergy gé-eraily 
being the leaders of protest centers in the Scuth. SciC welcores 
the support of any person or group of person:ns having as the:tr 
ultimate goal democracy in America through peaceful ara none 
violent means. The SCLC lists as its basic a:m the ach-evizg 
of full citizenship rights, equality and the inteygratioc: 
of the Negro in all aspects of American life. SCI1C considers 
itself as a service agency to facilitate coordinated actior of 
local community groups. SCLC activity revoives around two 
main focal points. They are the use Of non-violent philosophy 
as a means of creative protest and securing the right cf the 


ballot. 


The basic philosophy of SCLC shall be based upor the 
tenets of Hebraic-Christian tradition coupled with the 
Ghandian concept of satyagraha - truth force =- which is at 
the heart of the SCLC philosophy. Christian nor-violence 
actively resists evil in any form and never seeks to humiliate the 
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opponent, only to win him. Suffering is accepted withcut | ~~~ 
retaliation. Internal violence of the spirit is as muck o°4. 
to be rejected as external phvsical violence. Creatively 23 
used, the phildsophy of nonviolence can restore the 

broken community ir America. SCLC is convinced that ncn- 
‘wiolence is the most potent force available to the oppressed 
people in their struggle for freedon. 


The dilemma in race relations can most quickly 
be resolved through mass action of people committed to 
.to a nonviolent philosophy who will identify themselves 
‘dn a just and moral struggle. The nonviolent aass action 
dramatizes the evil system in order that the conscience of 
the community may grapple with the issue at hand. 

SCLC considers one of its most vital programs in tke 
struggle in the South as leadership training. This leader- 
ship training is directed as the organization of commuzities 
at the “grass roots" level as it is believed the great 
success of the struggle for full citizenship will be deter~- 
mined by this second-line leadership. Training is provided 
in Citizenship Schools and the Correspondence Institute 
which include courses of student on such subjects as 
Registration and Voting; Social Protes& Understanding Frotitics; 
Use of the Boycott; How to Picket; The Nature of Prejudice, etc. 
SCLC considers the right of the ballot as basic to the exercise 
of full citizenship rights. For this reason its syeciai:ze? 
staff works in aiding local communities through every meass 
available to secure the right to vote. It also arouses i-terest 
through voter registration workshops re-emphasizing the inporiance 
of the pvpallot. 


SCLC sees civil disobedience as a natural consé yurrce 
of nonviolence when the resister is confronted by unjus< 
and immoral laws. This does not imply that SCIC advocates 
either anarchy or lawlessness. The Conference firmly believes 
that all people have a moral responsilility to obey laws that 
are just. It recognizes, however, that there also are unjust 
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Jaws. From a purely moral point of view, an unjust law is 
one that is out of harmony with the moral law of the-varverse. 
or, as the religionist would say, out of harmony witirthe ,i \ 
Law of God. More concretely, an unjust law is one in which 
the minority is compelled to observe a ccde which is not 
binding on the majority. An unjust law is one in whach rfecpie 
are required to obey a code that they had no part in mak:nz 
because they were denied the right to vote. In the face | 
of such obvious inequality, where difference is made legal, 
the nonviolent resister has no alternative but to disobey 

the unjust law. In disobeying such a law, he does ¢o 
peacefully, openly and nonviolently. Most important, he 
willingly accepts the penalty for breaking the law. This 
distinguishes SCLC's position on civil disobedience from 

the “uncivil disobedience" of the racist opposition in the 
South. In the face of laws they consider unjust, they seek 
to defy, evade, and circumvent the law, BUT they are un- 
willing to accept the penaity for breaking the iaw. The 

end result of their defiance is anarchy and disrespect for 
the law. SCLC, on the other hand, believes that civil 
disobedience involves the highest respect for the law. de 
who openly disobeys a law that conscience tells him is ure 
just and willingly accepts the penalty is giving evicezce 
that he so respects the law that he belongs in jail until at

The basic program of SCLC encompasses nonviolent 
resistance to all forms of racial injustice includirg state 
and local laws and practices even though theseactions may bring 
about arrests. SCLC resists the system of segregation 
which is the cause of lagging standards and it works 
constructively to improve the standards themselves. 


The ultimate aim and goal of SCIC is to create 
a “beloved community” in America,which brotherhood is a 
reality. It rejects the doctrine of black supremacy as 
this substitutes one kind of tyranny for another. CGenuane 
intergroup and interpersonal living or integration is the 
objective. This is to be accomplished only through nor- 
violence. The international focus on America andi her 
internal problems against the dread prospect of war demard 
our seeking this end.

On Page 22-A of the July 8, 1965 issue of "The 
Miami Herald”, Miami, Florida newspaper, there is an 
article reflecting that the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) would send ten or twelve "top organizers" 
to Miami on July 8, 1965, to set up a permanent office 
of the SCLC. 


HARRY BOYTE, a special assistant to MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, JR., said that KING was ready to come to Miami at 


any time and stage marches down Biscayne ssulevere if necessary 
to win fair treatment for Negroes. 


BOYTE said the staff's first assignment would be 
to determine whether grievances are justified, and if they 
are, to organize a grassroots protest sovement. 


According to the article, BOYTE said he has been 
surprised at the eagerness of people in Miami “to engage 
in serious civil disobedience." 


One of the complaints which brought the SCLC to 
Miami came from Richuond Heights residents, who are fighting 
construction of a new segregated school:in their community, 
EOYTE said; however, there were other problems, revolving 
around the “deep poverty problems" among Dade County Negroes.
